To  the  Warwickshire  County  Coundil  ^ 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  health  of  the  County  for  the  year  1956. 

The  rapid  advances  which  have  been  made  during  this  century  in  social  and  medical  spheres 
have  resulted  in  a  much  higher  standard  of  general  health  and  a  longer  expectation  of  life. 
These  factors  have  affected  the  age-structure  of  the  population  and  the  overall  pattern  of  disease. 
It  is  only  by  the  objective  study  of  statistical  data  that  such  changes  can  be  assessed  and  an 
accurate  recognition  made  of  where  further  activity  is  required. 

Last  year  it  was  suggested  that  the  charts  and  figures  for  tuberculosis  were  beginning 
to  show  a  significant  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  The  further  decrease  which 
has  been  noted  this  year  tends  to  confirm  this  opinion.  The  persistently  high  number  of  late 
notifications  in  men,  however,  continues  to  be  of  much  concern  and  requires  still  fuller  investi¬ 
gation.  Tuberculosis  constitutes  a  major  long-term  disability  problem  and  is  still  one  of  the 
chief  causes  of  absence  from  work  in  the  adult  working  population  in  the  country. 

Poliomyelitis,  because  of  its  endemic  nature  and  major  incidence  in  children,  has  been 
widely  publicised  in  recent  years.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  must,  however,  be  kept  in  per¬ 
spective.  The  number  of  notifications  under  15  years  of  age  during  the  last  five  years  was 
only  half  the  number  of  tuberculosis  notifications  in  that  age  group.  The  discovery  of  a  vaccine 
to  provide  a  certain  degree  of  immunity  against  poliomyelitis  was,  however,  very  welcome  as  in 
certain  cases  this  disease  can  cause  permanent  disability.  Vaccination  is  now  going  ahead 
as  quickly  as  supplies  will  allow.  By  the  end  of  September  it  is  estimated  that  at  least  20,000 
children  will  have  received  a  full  course  of  vaccination. 

On  looking  at  the  mortality  rates  of  people  under  65  years  of  age,  the  two  age-groups — 
under  1  year  (neo-natal  in  particular)  and  the  45-64  age-group  shew  a  continued  need  of  ex¬ 
tensive  work  in  the  preventive  fields.  The  reduction  in  the  under  1  year  deaths  during  this 
century  has  been  outstanding,  but  the  average  rate  for  1955/56  of  22  per  1000  population  is  still 
too  high.  The  high  incidence  of  prematurity  and  congenital  malformations  in  this  group  is 
believed  to  be  due  to  multiple  factors — environmental  and  genetical — but  improved  social  and 
economic  conditions,  and  the  greater  use  by  the  expectant  mother  of  the  pre-natal  and  post¬ 
natal  facilities  which  are  available,  should  continue  to  influence  the  downward  trend  of  this 
rate. 

In  the  age  group  45-64,  the  death  rate  amongst  men  is  nearly  twice  that  in  women.  The 
two  major  causes  of  death  amongst  men  are  malignant  neoplasms  and  coronary  disease  and 
angina  which  accounts  for  half  of  the  total  deaths.  In  women  the  major  single  cause  is  mal¬ 
ignant  neoplasms.  It  is  known  that  cancer  of  the  lung  and  coronary  disease  and  angina  in  men 
have  increased  considerably  in  recent  years  and  the  ill-effects  of  cigarette  smoking  are  dealt 
with  in  the  health  education  programme  in  the  County,  whilst  consideration  is  being  given  to 
preventive  measures  in  the  problem  of  air  pollution.  The  part  played  by  stress  and  the  effect 
of  diet  in  coronary  disease  and  angina  still  requires  much  investigation.  This  loss  of  life  in 
men  and  women  in  this  age-group  can  be  ill-afforded  as  they  are  at  a  time  of  life  when  their 
experience  is  valuable  both  to  the  community  and  their  children  who  have  only  reached  adol¬ 
escence.

1.  Population.  (Table  1). 

The  mid-year  1956  population  estimate  was  535,600,  an  increase  of  14,600  on  the  1955 
figure.  The  proportionate  increases  in  the  County  Districts  varied  considerably,  the  highest 
increase  of  9.2%  being  in  the  Meriden  County  District,  whilst  Shipston  R.D.  in  the  Southern 
Area  shewed  no  increase. 
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The  natural  increase  for  the  County  (excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  was  3,533,  the  re¬ 
maining  1 1 ,067  being  due  to  immigration  into  the  Administrative  County.  The  greatest  increases 
due  to  immigration  occurred  in  Meriden  R.D.,  Solihull  M.B.,  Sutton  Coldfield  M.B.  and  the 
Warwick  R.D.  the  major  part  presumably  due  to  housing  developments  of  Birmingham  and 
Coventry. 

During  the  last  5  years,  there  has  been  an  overall  increase  of  approximately  9%  in  the 
County  population.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  children  under  5  has  remained 
practically  stationary,  an  increase  of  only  1.3%  being  noted.  The  number  of  children  aged 
5-14  has  however  increased  16%,  whilst  the  population  aged  15  and  over  has  increased  8%.

2.  Death  Rate.  (Tables  1,  2.  3). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  County  during  1956  totalled  5,447,  giving 
an  adjusted  death  rate  per  1,000  population  of  11.19.  The  comparative  figures  for  1955  were 
5,550  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  11.08.

It  will  be  noted  that  under  45  years  of  age  there  has  been  a  great  proportionate  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  mortality  rates  during  the  last  25  years.  The  age-group  45-64  years  has  not,  however, 
shewn  a  similar  degree  of  improvement. 


The  under  1  year  death  rate  is  still  comparatively  high,  but  the  foundations  laid  by  improved 
social,  economic  and  medical  conditions  and  their  effect  on  the  general  health  of  the  expectant 
mother  of  to-day,  is  expected  to  be  reflected  in  a  continual  decrease  in  this  rate. 

The  increasing  influence  of  malignant  neoplasms  and  coronary  disease  and  angina  (referred 
to  in  the  next  paragraphs)  in  the  45-64  group,  however,  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  century,  would 
indicate  that  a  greater  extension  of  preventive  medicine  is  required  in  dealing  with  this  changing 
pattern  of  disease. 

3.  Deaths  from  Coronary  Disease  and  Angina.  (Table  3). 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  mortality  table  that  the  main  cause  of  death  is  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  Forty  per  cent  of  these  cases  are  classified  as  coronary 
disease  and  angina,  and  it  is  in  this  group  that  a  continuous  increase  has  been  taking  place 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years.  Owing  to  the  differences  in  classification  by  the  Registrar 
General  and  the  relatively  small  numbers  in  this  County,  reliable  comparison  over  a  long  period 
of  time  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

This  increase  has  been  noted  throughout  the  country  and  national  comparisons  have 
shown  the  rapid  increase  which  has  occurred,  especially  in  the  male  rate  at  ages  35-54  years. 

In  the  Warwickshire  Administrative  County  in  1951,  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  this 
cause  was  595,  which  amounted  to  10.8%  of  the  total  deaths.  In  1956,  the  figure  had  risen 
to  782,  being  14.4%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  The  numbers  occurring  in  the  male  45-64 
age  group  were  124  in  1951  and  189  in  1956.  A  rough  assessment  made  from  the  estimated 
population  shews  the  greater  increase  which  has  taken  place  during  the  last  few  years  in  the 
male  rate  in  the  County  and  although  these  rates  are  based  on  small  numbers  they  do  follow 
the  national  trends.

This  loss  of  life  in  comparatively  young  men  is  a  serious  problem  especially  when  it  appears 
that  this  rate  will  continue  to  increase.  At  the  present  time  it  accounts  for  more  deaths  than 
carcinoma  of  the  lung  and  these  two  diseases  together  now  account  for  well  over  one  third 
of  the  deaths  in  the  45-64  age  group. 

4.  Deaths  from  Cancer.  (Tables  3,  4A  and  4B). 

Following  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  malignant  neoplasms  account 
for  the  next  highest  number  of  deaths.  In  1956  deaths  from  this  cause  totalled  971,  compared 
with  the  1954  figure  of  953.  The  number  of  male  deaths  totalled  523,  whilst  female  deaths 
totalled  448.  When  relating  these  figures  to  the  assessed  population  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
cancer  death  rate  is  much  higher  in  males  than  females.

The  main  increase  in  the  male  deaths  in  1956  occurred  in  the  lung  and  bronchus  group, 
which  increased  from  140  to  153,  but  a  decrease  was  shewn  in  the  stomach  group  from  81  in 
1955  to  64  in  1956. 

In  the  female  deaths,  there  was  an  increase  from  40  in  1955  to  61  in  1956  in  the  stomach 
group,  and  the  lung  and  bronchus  group  shewed  an  increase  from  17  in  1955  to  27  in  1956. 
There  was  quite  a  large  decrease  in  the  unspecified  sites  from  229  in  1955  to  208  in  1956. 
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National  rates  shew  that  during  the  last  20  years,  the  death  rates  among  men  from  all 
forms  of  cancer  has  risen,  while  in  women  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease.  The  increase  in 
men  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased  mortality  from  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  Medical  Re¬ 
search  Council  has  now  advised  the  Government  that  the  major  part  of  the  increase  in  lung 
cancer  deaths  in  males  can  most  reasonably  be  interpreted  as  being  due  to  heavy  cigarette 
smoking.  Investigations  in  many  countries  have  supported  this  conclusion  especially  on  the 
finding  of  several  carcinogenic  substances  in  cigarette  tobacco  smoke.  It  is  considered  that 
atmospheric  pollution  may  also  play  some  part  in  the  causation  and  further  chemical  and  bio¬ 
logical  studies  are  being  made  to  assess  these  various  factors.  Local  Health  Authorities  have 
now  been  requested  to  make  this  information  known  to  everybody  who  smokes,  so  that  they 
may  be  in  a  position  to  make  their  own  personal  decision. 

5.  Clean  Air. 

Following  the  publication  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Air  Pollution  (Beaver  Report) 
the  Clean  Air  Act  was  placed  on  the  statute  book  during  the  year.  Parts  of  the  Act  came  into 
force  on  the  31st  December,  1956,  and  the  provisions  operating  from  that  day  deal  with  the 
installation  of  new  furnaces,  the  height  of  chimneys,  smoke  control  areas,  pollution  from  colliery 
spoil  banks,  research,  publicity,  and  the  making  of  building  byelaws.  It  is  expected  that 
the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  dealing  with  the  reduction  of  grit  and  dust  in  furnaces, 
and  smoke  from  railway  engines  and  from  vessels,  will  be  brought  into  operation  in  1958.  Thus 
for  the  first  time  in  our  history  there  will  be  a  comprehensive  Act  of  Parliament  for  abating 
pollution  of  the  air. 

This  is  a  long-term  policy  and  it  is  thought  that  it  may  take  about  fifteen  years  to  bring 
about  a  reasonably  clean  atmosphere  using  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  To  accomplish  this 
will  require  a  substantial  effort  on  the  part  of  local  authorities  entrusted  with  the  executive 
duties  under  the  Act,  and  in  order  to  assist  authorities  in  carrying  out  these  duties  discussions 
have  taken  place  during  the  year  on  the  establishment  of  a  Clean  Air  Council  for  the  geographical 
County  of  Warwickshire.  All  the  authorities  have  shown  their  interest  in  this  proposal,  and 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  an  inaugural  meeting  has  been  held  and  a  constitution  accepted 
which  has  for  its  objectives  : — 

(a)  to  undertake  investigations  and  research  relevant  to  the  problems  of  air  pollution, 

including  the  provision  of  instruments  for  measuring  and  recording  atmospheric 
pollution  ; 

(b)  to  arrange  for  the  analysis  of  samples  ; 

(c)  to  maintain  records,  charts  and  other  information  ; 

(d)  to  advise  constituent  local  authorities  upon  any  technical  or  other  aspect  con¬ 

cerning  pollution  of  the  air  or  the  abatement  thereof. 

A  Technical  Committee  has  been  working  for  several  months  on  the  practical  application 
of  these  objectives. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  clean  air  exhibitions  were  held  throughout  the  West 
Midlands  and  in  this  County  at  Nuneaton  and  Coventry,  as  part  of  the  campaign  for  clean  air 
and  to  inform  the  general  public  on  the  problems  and  their  remedy.  These  exhibitions  were 
very  successful  and  were  visited  by  a  large  number  of  people  from  the  surrounding  areas. 


6.  Live  Birth  Rate.  (Tables  1,  2,  5,  15  and  Diagram  1). 

For  the  third  year  running,  an  increase  has  been  recorded  in  the  County  live  birth  rate. 
In  1956,  there  were  8,980  live  births,  an  increase  of  576  on  the  1955  figure  of  8,404.  This  gave 
a  rate  of  16.43  compared  with  the  1955  rate  of  16.13. 

The  lowest  rate  of  13.33  again  appeared  in  the  Stratford  M.B.  This  was,  however,  an 
increase  on  the  1955  rate  of  12.58.  The  highest  rates  recorded  were  in  the  Central  Area,  Southam 
R.D.  with  a  rate  of  20.25  and  Leamington  M.B.  with  a  rate  of  20.13. 

Variations  in  the  5  yearly  average  rates  are  commented  on  in  Paragraph  11. 
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7.  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate.  (Tables  5,  6  and  Diagram  2). 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  decreased  slightly  in  1956  to  358,  giving  a  rate  of 
0.66  compared  with  364  with  a  rate  of  0.70  in  1955.  During  the  last  5  years,  this  rate  on  the 
average  has  remained  about  0.70,  compared  with  the  high  war  and  post  war  rate  of  1.00.  It 
has  not,  however,  reached  the  pre-war  average  level  of  0.50. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  stillbirths  was  12  in  1956,  compared  with  8  in  1955. 

The  services  provided  in  the  County  for  the  care  of  these  children  and  their  mothers  is 
dealt  with  in  paragraph  31. 

8.  Stillbirths.  (Tables  1,  2,  6,  11  and  15). 

The  number  of  stillbirths  increased  in  1956  to  199  compared  with  the  1955  figure  of  178. 
The  rates  per  1,000  total  births  were  21.68  and  20.74  in  1955.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
figures,  the  Warwickshire  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

The  collection  of  detailed  information  from  Midwives  on  the  cause  of  stillbirths  has  been 
maintained  for  some  years  in  this  County.  As  will  be  noted  from  Table  11  toxaemia  (with 
accidental  ante  partum  haemorrhage)  continues  to  be  the  main  obvious  cause.  Unfortunately, 
however,  in  many  cases,  no  obvious  cause  can  be  detected.  Every  effort  is  made  to  detect  such 
cases  of  toxaemia  as  early  as  possible  so  that  appropriate  treatment  can  be  given,  as  this  con¬ 
dition  is  also  known  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  cause  of  maternal  mortality  and  neo-natal 
deaths. 

9.  Premature  Births.  (Tables  7-10). 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  births  in  1956,  an  increase  was  accordingly  noted  in  the 
number  of  premature  births,  which  amounted  to  702  compared  with  639  in  1955.  The  rate 
when  related  to  the  number  of  notified  births  was,  however,  the  same  for  both  years.  The 
majority  of  these  children  were  born  in  Hospital  or  transferred  to  Hospital  shortly  after  birth. 

Of  the  total  number  of  premature  babies  born,  599  were  alive  at  birth,  giving  a  rate  of 
6.7  per  100  live  births.  This  contrasts  greatly  with  the  premature  stillborn  babies  which  num¬ 
bered  103  and  which  amounted  to  just  over  one  half  of  the  total  stillbirths  recorded  for  the  year 
(rate  52  per  100  stillbirths).  Although  national  rates  are  not  available  for  1956,  the  rates  for 
this  County  have  in  previous  years  been  similar  to  the  national  rates. 

In  the  smallest  weight  group  of  3  lbs.  4  ozs.  and  less,  nearly  half  the  babies  were  stillborn. 
As  would  be  expected,  the  survival  rate  at  the  28th  day  in  this  group  is  very  low  and  of  the  63 
babies  who  were  born  alive  in  1956,  only  20  (32%)  were  alive  at  the  28th  day.  The  rate  of  sur¬ 
vival  at  the  28th  day  in  the  higher  weight  groups  is,  however,  good  and  amounted  to  93%  in 
1956,  a  similar  percentage  to  the  1955  figure. 

An  indication  of  the  causes  of  death  in  the  neo-natal  period  is  given  in  Table  12,  where 
the  deaths  occurring  in  this  period  are  separated  into  those  known  to  be  premature  and  those 
of  normal  weight. 

10.  Infant  Mortality.  (0-1  year).  (Tables  1,  2,  3,  5,  12,  13  and  15). 

It  was  very  pleasing  to  note  the  decrease  which  occurred  in  this  group  during  1956.  There 
were  174  deaths  compared  with  205  in  1955  and  these  rates  when  related  to  the  total  live  births 
were  19.38  in  1956  compared  with  24.39  in  1955. 

It  is  only  15  years  ago  since  this  rate  was  in  the  region  of  54  per  1,000  live  births.  During 
this  period  of  time,  the  neo-natal  rate  (deaths  up  to  4  weeks)  has  decreased  from  29.7  to  14.2 
whilst  the  deaths  of  infants  1  month — 1  year  has  decreased  from  24.1  to  5.2. 
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As  already  mentioned  above,  the  neo-natal  deaths  are  primarily  associated  with  prem¬ 
aturity  and  64%  of  the  children  in  this  group  were  known  to  have  been  premature  births.  Of 
the  deaths  of  the  babies  aged  1  month  to  1  year,  congenital  malformations  and  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia  were  the  major  causes,  amounting  to  some  60%  of  the  total.  Deaths  from  misad¬ 
venture  still  unfortunately  formed  a  high  proportion  (17%). 

The  following  figures  of  infant  mortality  rates  for  1955  will  give  some  idea  of  how  England 
and  Wales  compares  with  certain  other  European  countries.

11.  Variations  within  the  County  of  Birth  and  Death  Rates.  (Table  15). 

Owing  to  the  year  to  year  fluctuations  in  the  birth  rates  and  death  rates,  5  yearly  average 
rates  were  taken  once  more  to  assess  those  County  Districts  which  had  significantly  higher  or 
lower  rates.

Stillbirths. 

The  County  average  stillbirth  rate  amounted  to  20.53.  Nuneaton  with  a  rate  of  25.50 
shewed  a  significantly  higher  rate  whilst  Solihull  M.B.  was  low  at  16.48. 

Infant  Deaths — Total  Rate. 

The  County  average  for  Infant  Deaths  amounted  to  23.85.  During  this  period  the  aver¬ 
age  rate  for  Meriden  was  significantly  higher  at  29.89,  but  significantly  lower  rates  were  recorded 
for  Sutton  Coldfield  17.15  and  Alcester  9.18. 

Infant  Deaths — Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate. 

The  death  rate  of  infants  during  the  first  4  weeks  after  birth  was  17.17  and  Alcester 
shewed  a  significantly  lower  rate  of  4.66. 

Infant  Deaths — Mortality  Rate  1  month — 1  year. 

The  County  average  for  this  period  was  6.68  and  Meriden  shewed  a  significantly  higher 
rate  of  10.71  and  Sutton  Coldfield  a  significantly  lower  rate  of  3.19. 

Perinatal  Mortality. 

The  stillbirth  rate  and  neo-natal  rate  are  closely  related  and  for  this  reason  a  com¬ 
bined  rate  is  shewn,  which  for  the  whole  County  amounted  to  37.70.  Nuneaton  M.B. 
shewed  a  significantly  higher  rate  of  45.17  whilst  Sutton  Coldfield  M.B.,  Solihull  M.B. 
and  Alcester  R.D.  shewed  significantly  lower  rates  of  31.67,  31.64  and  21.05  respectively. 
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12.  Morbidity  and  Mortality  in  the  First  Year  of  Life. 


A  survey  of  infant  sickness  relating  to  children  born  in  1952  and  the  mortality  of  infant 
deaths  for  the  years  1951,  1952,  and  1953  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Preventive 
Medicine  of  the  Welsh  National  School.  This  field  enquiry  covered  15  areas  in  England  and 
Wales,  Areas  5  and  7  being  included  from  this  County.  Permission  has  been  given  to  quote 
information  from  the  provisional  draft,  and  the  following  figures  show  the  broad  pattern  of 
infant  sickness  during  the  first  year  of  life  : —

The  days  of  sickness  experienced  per  child  per  annum  for  the  whole  survey  amounted 
to  11.2.  For  Area  5  this  was  found  to  be  12.1  and  for  Area  7,  9.8.  As  stated  in  the  report, 
“  these  figures  demonstrate  the  unequivocal  importance  of  respiratory  infections  in  infancy 
and  the  relatively  low  incidence  of  gastro-enteritis  at  the  present  time.”  The  sickness  spells 
were  found  to  be  greater  where  bad  housing  and  bad  maternal  care  exist. 

13.  Deaths  of  Children  1-5  years.  (Tables  3  and  14). 

The  number  of  deaths  in  children  of  this  age  group  numbered  23  in  1956,  compared  with 
41  in  1955  and  23  in  1954.  Malignant  neoplasms  (including  leukaemia),  congenital  malformations 
and  accidents  accounted  for  65%  of  these  deaths. 

14.  Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  1). 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  amounted  to  0.65  in  1956,  there  being  6  deaths  due  to  this 
cause.  In  1955,  there  were  5  cases  with  a  rate  of  0.58.  Here  again  the  detection  of  toxaemia 
in  the  early  stages  is  an  important  step  in  keeping  down  the  death  rate  in  these  mothers. 

15.  Uptake  of  Vitamin  Products.  (Table  53). 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  53  that  the  average  weekly  issues  of  Orange  Juice  and  Vitamin 
A  and  D  increased  slightly  in  all  areas  during  1956  and  is  presumably  due  to  the  increased 
number  of  births  which  were  recorded.  The  issues  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  however,  decreased  slightly 
in  most  areas,  and  as  commented  last  year  this  vitamin  product  was  found  to  be  unpopular 
because  of  the  strong  flavour  and  the  lack  of  any  attempt  to  make  this  source  of  vitamin  more 
palatable. 
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16.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  (Tables  1,  34  to  42  &  Diagrams  3  and  4). 

Number  of  New  Notifications. 

It  was  most  encouraging  to  note  a  further  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  new  notifi¬ 
cations  this  year.  The  1956  figure  was  415  compared  with  430  in  1955,  and  497  in  1954. 

Eleven  County  Districts  shewed  a  decrease,  but  increases  (in  some  cases  quite  small) 
were  shewn  in  the  following  districts  : —

In  comparing  1955  and  1956  it  will  be  noted  that  in  most  age  groups  the  rates  have  re¬ 
mained  stationary  or  decreased  slightly  with  the  exception  of  the  45  and  over  group  in  males. 
In  various  surveys  undertaken  in  the  country,  it  has  been  noticed  that  men  over  the  age  of 
60,  have  not  shared  in  the  improved  morbidity  and  mortality  rates  in  this  disease. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  in  the  above  figures,  that  in  the  age  group  under  25  years,  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  new  notification  rate  between  the  sexes  is  slight,  but  in  the  25-44  age  group  there 
is  a  more  noticeable  difference,  whilst  in  the  over  45  age  group,  the  male  rate  is  over  5  times 
the  female  rate. 

Stage  of  Disease  at  Diagnosis. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  unstaged  cases  in  1955,  the  differences  shewn  below  in  the 
stage  of  disease  at  notification  cannot  be  regarded  as  significant.

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A  significantly  lower  proportion  of  men  were  detected  in  the  earlier  stage  of  the  disease. 
This  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  economic  factor,  and  one  can  understand  a  man’s  reluctance 
in  seeking  medical  advice  when  a  family  has  to  be  supported.  More  attention  should  be  directed 
to  the  fact  that  financial  assistance  is  available  to  tuberculous  patients  whilst  undergoing  treat¬ 
ment.  A  further  factor  which  must  be  considered  is  the  biological  differences  between  males 
and  females  and  the  possible  effect  this  may  have  on  the  rate  of  infiltration  before  symptoms 
are  detectable. 

Transfers  of  Pulmonary  T.B.  Cases  into  the  County. 

The  above  figures  have  been  confined  to  new  notifications  in  the  Administrative  County 
Area,  but  each  year,  there  are  well  over  100  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  coming  into  the 
County  Area  from  elsewhere.  The  following  figures  shew  the  number  of  cases  transferred  into 
the  County  during  the  last  3  years  : —

During  these  years,  the  number  of  cases  transferred  into  the  County  have  amounted  to 
approximately  one  quarter  of  the  total  notifications  per  annum.  These  cases  are  fairly  equally 
distributed  between  men  and  women.  The  majority  are  under  35  years  of  age. 

Mass  Radiography. 

During  the  year  24,310  miniature  x-ray  examinations  were  carried  out  on  County  residents, 
and  48  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found,  giving  a  rate  of  2.0  per  thousand  x-rayed.  This  was 
a  decrease  on  the  1955  rate  of  2.5  per  1,000  x-rayed.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  following  figures 
that  the  greatest  number  of  examinations  were  carried  out  in  the  25-44  age-group,  the  age  group 
which  shewed  the  highest  incidence  of  new  notifications  in  1956.

The  comparatively  low  number  of  examinations  in  the  45  and  over  age-group  as  shewn 
above,  would  suggest  that  there  is  a  greater  need  for  this  age  group  to  be  encouraged  to  present 
themselves  for  x-ray. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1956  totalled  50  compared  with  55  in  1955.  41  were  men  and  9 

women. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  continued  in  1956  mainly  to  child  contacts  of  open  T.B.  cases.  757 
cases  were  vaccinated  compared  with  535  in  1955.  This  now  brings  the  total  number  vaccin¬ 
ated  to  2,305. 

V aviations  within  the  County  Rates  in  the  Incidence. 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  40  that  Bedworth,  Rugby  M.B.  and  Warwick  M.B.,  still  shew 
significantly  higher  new  notification  rates  than  the  average  for  the  County,  whilst  Sutton  Cold¬ 
field,  Tamworth,  Solihull,  Shipston  and  Stratford  R.D.  were  lower. 
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17.  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  (Tables  1,  35,  39,  40  and  Diagram  5). 

During  1956  there  were  52  new  notifications  of  non- pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a  decrease 
of  18  on  the  1955  figure  of  70. 

The  continuous  decrease  which  has  occurred  in  the  past  5  years  has  been  confined  to  chil¬ 
dren  under  15  years  of  age.  The  average  yearly  rate  in  children  for  the  years  1949/50/51  was 
46  per  100,000,  whereas  in  1956  this  had  decreased  to  7  per  100,000.  In  adults  there  has  been 
little  change,  the  yearly  average  for  the  years  1949/50/51  being  10  per  100,000  compared  with 
11  per  100,000  in  1956. 

A  great  proportion  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  children  is  believed  to  have  been  due 
to  the  bovine  bacillus,  and  in  order  to  prevent  this  source  of  infection  the  specification  of  areas 
whereby  only  “  Pasteurised,”  “  Sterilized  ”  or  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milk  could  be  sold  commen¬ 
ced  in  this  County  in  1952.  As  will  be  seen  on  the  map  on  page  25  the  whole  County  is  now  a 
specified  area. 

On  analysing  the  new  and  posthumous  notifications  the  main  groups  in  children  were 
Glands  (3  cases)  and  Meninges  (3  cases).  In  adults  the  two  main  groups  were  Glands  (12  cases) 
and  Genito- Urinary  (15  cases). 

The  number  of  deaths  in  1956  totalled  7,  compared  with  13  in  1955. 

18.  Smallpox  and  Smallpox  Vaccination.  (Tables  27,  28,  31  and  Diagram  11). 

A  total  of  4,546  primary  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  1956,  compared  with  4,128  in 

1955.  This  increase  was  mainly  confined  to  those  aged  under  1  and  is  accounted  for  by  the 
increased  number  of  births  for  the  year.  The  number  of  revaccinations  which  were  carried 
out  amounted  to  939,  compared  with  816  in  1955,  and  were  mainly  given  to  adults. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  chart  on  Page  30  that  the  level  of  vaccinations  is  far  below  that  of 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough.  Although  no  cases  have  been  notified  in  this  County  since 
1932,  cases  have  occurred  elsewhere  in  England  and  Wales. 

Unless  a  reasonable  level  of  vaccination  is  maintained,  infection  could  quickly  spread  if 
imported  to  this  country,  and  mass  vaccination  would  be  impossible  in  the  limited  time  avail¬ 
able  to  ensure  immunity. 

19.  Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  (Tables  25,  26,  31,  32  and  Diagram  7). 

This  disease  has  now  been  eradicated  from  this  County  for  5  years,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see 
the  high  level  of  immunisation  which  exists.  Approximately  65%  of  the  children  under  15 
are  known  to  have  been  immunised. 

During  1956,  7,776  children  completed  a  full  course  of  immunisation,  compared  with  7,316 
in  1955  and  Table  25  shows  that  more  children  were  immunised  at  an  earlier  age— 5,087  under 
1  year  of  age,  compared  with  3,968  in  1955. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  level  of  immunisation  will  continue  to  be  maintained,  and  that  parents 
will  not  become  complacent  now  that  the  disease  is  absent  from  the  County. 

20.  Whooping  Cough  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation.  (Tables  30,  31,  32  and  Diagram  8). 

The  number  of  whooping  cough  notifications  totalled  1,179  in  1956  compared  with  1,037 
in  1955  and  1,080  in  1954.  The  highest  notification  rate  was  Alcester  with  108  cases  with  a 
child  population  of  approximately  3,500.  The  lowest  rate  was  in  Nuneaton  where  only  7  cases 
were  notified  in  a  child  population  of  over  15,000. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  whooping  cough  in  1956  amounted  to  6,699 
compared  with  5,927  in  1955.  As  the  fatality  rate  for  this  disease  is  the  highest  in  children  under 
1  year,  it  is  important  to  note  that  more  immunisations  were  carried  out  at  an  earlier  age  in 

1956. 

It  is  now  5  years  since  this  type  of  immunisation  was  generally  available  in  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  in  the  County,  and  approximately  49%  of  the  children  under  5  have  now  been 
immunised,  whilst  8%  between  the  age  of  5  and  14  have  been  immunised. 
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The  following  figures  give  an  assessment  of  the  value  of  immunisation  in  1956,  but  as  I 
commented  in  my  1953  report,  this  information  is  not  based  on  a  controlled  series  and  mild  cases 
of  whooping  cough  in  an  immunised  child  are  not  always  detected.

These  figures  confirm  the  1953  results  that  in  children  under  5  years  of  age,  the  attack 
rate  amongst  the  unimmunised  child  is  much  greater  than  that  of  the  immunised  child.  For 
the  children  aged  5  to  14  years  little  difference  exists  between  the  two  rates.  During  1956, 
210  booster  doses  were  given,  mainly  to  children  aged  5  years  and  over,  and  as  these  numbers 
build  up,  it  is  hoped  that  a  greater  degree  of  immunity  will  be  apparent  between  the  rates  in 
the  5-14  age  group.  These  results  will  be  carefully  noted. 

No  deaths  were  reported  from  whooping  cough  in  1956. 

21.  Poliomyelitis.  (Tables  29,  31,  32,  33  &  Diagrams  9  and  10). 

The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  1956  was  low,  8  paralytic  cases  and  6  non-paralytic 
cases  being  notified.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  in  children  under  15  years  of  age. 

Of  the  8  paralytic  cases,  one  patient  died,  5  were  left  with  some  degree  of  residual  paralysis, 
and  2  completely  recovered. 

During  1956,  a  limited  supply  of  vaccine  was  made  available  to  Local  Authorities,  and 
children  born  in  the  years  1947  to  1954  were  eligible  for  registration.  Parents  or  guardians 
of  children  were  required  to  give  written  permission  if  they  wished  a  child  to  be  vaccinated, 

and  the  acceptance  rate  for  this  County  was  44%  (29,000)  which  compared  very  favourably 

with  the  national  acceptance  rate  of  30%.  The  high  acceptance  rate  in  Warwickshire  was 
due  to  the  active  contact  which  was  quickly  made  with  all  the  parents  of  the  children  in  the 
1947-1954  age  group  eligible  for  vaccination.  The  amount  of  vaccine  distributed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  each  County  was  in  direct  proportion  to  the  number  of  children  registered. 
In  this  way  we  drew  to  our  County  the  maximum  amount  of  protection. 

No  vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  July,  August,  September  and  October  in  1956, 
as  these  months  were  then  regarded  as  the  probable  polio  danger  period.  Following  investi¬ 
gation  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination,  however,  it  was  found  that  there 
was  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  poliomyelitis  was  provoked  by  the  use  of  vaccine  during  the 

summer  months,  and  in  1957  it  was  decided  to  continue  vaccination  throughout  the  whole 

summer. 

At  the  end  of  June,  1957,  the  number  of  children  who  had  completed  a  full  course  of 
vaccination  was  10,217  whilst  3,285  had  received  one  injection.  During  1956  supplies  of 
vaccine  were  very  limited  but  during  1957  supplies  have  been  coming  in  more  regularly  and 
it  is  estimated  that  by  the  end  of  September,  1957,  the  total  number  of  children  completely 
vaccinated  should  be  in  the  region  of  20,000. 

The  registration  of  children  born  in  1955  and  1956  has  now  begun,  and  at  the  end  of 
July,  1957,  3,030  children  out  of  a  potential  17,200  had  been  registered. 

The  Poliomyelitis  Vaccines  Committee  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  issued  in  June, 
1957,  their  report  on  the  protective  effect  of  the  vaccine.  All  but  two  of  the  local  health 
authorities  in  England,  Wales  and  Scotland  took  part  in  the  scheme  and  furnished  the  relevant 
details  appertaining  to  their  areas. 

The  following  results  from  the  Medical  Research  Council  are  quoted  by  permission  of 
H.M.  Stationery  Office  : — 

“  In  the  74,660  vaccinated  children  born  in  1947-50  and  aged,  roughly,  5J  to  9J 

years  who  received  two  injections  of  vaccine,  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred. 
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giving  an  attack  rate  of  1.3  per  100,000.  The  attack  rate  in  the  corresponding  unvac¬ 
cinated  children  was  8.2  per  100,000.  At  this  latter  rate  6  cases  would  have  occurred 
in  the  vaccinated  group  in  place  of  the  1  actually  observed. 

In  the  74,024  children  born  in  1951-4,  and  aged,  roughly,  1|  to  5|  years  who  re¬ 
ceived  two  injections  of  vaccine,  three  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred,  giving 
an  attack  rate  of  4.1  per  100,000.  The  attack  rate  in  the  corresponding  unvaccinated 
children  was  20.1  per  100,000.  At  this  latter  rate  15  cases  would  have  occurred  in  the 
vaccinated  group  in  place  of  the  3  actually  observed. 

In  both  age  groups,  therefore,  the  observed  incidence  of  paralytic  disease  in  the 
vaccinated  children  was  only  about  one-fifth  of  the  incidence  in  the  unvaccinated. 

The  incidence  of  illnesses  reported  as  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  appeared  to  be 
uninfluenced  by  vaccination.” 

To  the  end  of  June,  1957,  no  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  had  occurred  in  a  vaccinated 
child  in  this  County,  but  owing  to  the  comparatively  small  numbers  this  is  of  no  real  significance. 

To  retain  the  potency  of  the  vaccine  it  is  necessary  to  protect  it  from  light,  and  store 
in  even  temperature.  In  order  to  ensure  these  storage  conditions,  specially  adapted  refrigerators 
were  supplied  for  the  Central  Stores  and  each  Health  Area. 

It  is  hoped  that  once  a  reasonable  level  of  vaccination  against  this  disease  is  built  up, 
poliomyelitis,  like  diphtheria,  will  disappear  from  the  County. 


22.  Venereal  Disease.  (Table  50). 

The  total  number  of  new  cases  dealt  with  at  the  clinics  was  similar  to  last  year,  94  com¬ 
pared  with  93  in  1955. 

There  were  less  cases  of  syphilis,  36  compared  with  42,  but  the  number  of  new  gonorrhoea 
cases  increased  from  51  to  58.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  who  were  found  not  to  be 
suffering  from  venereal  disease,  330  compared  with  284  in  1955. 

Where  necessary  the  services  of  the  Social  Worker  are  enlisted  to  encourage  defaulters 
to  attend  the  clinic. 


23.  Other  Infectious  Diseases.  (Tables  31,  32). 

Scarlet  Fever. 

422  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  1956.  This  was  the  lowest  notified  number 
since  1951,  when  413  cases  were  notified.  The  numbers  of  notifications  in  the  intervening  years 
were  871  in  1952,  633  in  1953,  524  in  1954  and  436  in  1955.  Nearly  one  quarter  of  the  notifi¬ 
cations  in  1956  occurred  in  the  Meriden  R.D. 

With  present  day  treatment,  complications  from  this  disease  are  greatly  reduced.  No 
deaths  were  notified. 

Measles. 

Following  the  large  epidemic  in  1955,  when  10,913  cases  were  notified,  there  was  a  com¬ 
paratively  small  number  of  notifications  in  1956 — 338.  Just  over  50%  of  these  cases  occurred 
in  the  Rugby  M.B. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

In  1956,  32  cases  were  notified  compared  with  27  in  1955.  The  majority  of  these  cases 
(23)  were  notified  from  the  Meriden  R.D. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

A  slight  decrease  occurred  in  these  cases  in  1956,  147  notifications  compared  with  155 
in  1955.  Just  over  two  thirds  of  the  cases  were  notified  from  the  Meriden  R.D. 

Erysipelas. 

During  the  year  48  cases  were  notified.  This  compared  with  43  in  1955  and  65  in  1954. 
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24.  Incidence  of  Blindness.  (Table  51). 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  cases  registered  in  1956,  165  compared  with 
219  last  year.  The  majority  of  these  people  were  in  the  older  age  groups,  132  (80%)  being  65 
years  of  age  and  over.  Of  this  group  42  were  men  (1.78  per  1,000  population)  and  90  women 
(2.75  per  1,000  population).  This  excess  in  females  has  been  noted  for  the  country  as  a  whole 
for  some  time.  Of  the  number  of  cases  under  65  years  of  age,  15  were  men  and  18  women 
which  when  related  to  the  population  amounts  to  0.06  and  0.07.  These  numbers  are,  however, 
small  and  in  a  national  survey,  it  was  found  that  in  lower  age  groups  the  excess  was  slightly 
more  noticeable  amongst  males.  There  were  only  two  registrations  under  20  years  of  age, 
one  child  of  2  and  one  of  4  years,  the  younger  child  being  a  case  of  retro-lental  fibroplasia.  Of 
the  cases  aged  65  years  and  over,  37%  were  due  to  cataract  or  glaucoma. 

87  of  the  cases  registered  were  recommended  for  treatment  and  69  of  these  received  treat¬ 
ment  during  the  year.  In  78  cases,  however,  no  treatment  was  recommended. 

25.  New  Claims  for  National  Insurance  Benefit.  (Table  52). 

The  figures  supplied  by  the  Midland  Regional  Office  showed  a  large  decrease  in  1956,  43,961 
compared  with  47,200  in  1955.  The  main  decreases  occurred  in  the  March  and  December  quarters, 
and  are  probably  due  to  the  mild  weather  which  was  experienced  during  the  year. 

26.  Nursing  Services.  (Tables  16,  17,  18  and  19). 

Midwifery. 

Of  the  9,172  notified  births  in  the  County  in  1956,  3,163  were  domiciliary  confinements 
which  amounted  to  35%  of  the  total  births.  The  proportion  of  domiciliary  and  institutional 
births  varies  considerably  in  the  Health  Areas  and  the  following  figures  show  the  percentage 
of  domiciliary  births  during  the  last  5  years  : —

These  figures  show  the  high  proportion  of  home  confinements  which  occur  in  the  North- 
Eastern  and  North-Western  Areas — approx,  one  third  higher  than  the  County  proportion. 

Preparation  for  Motherhood  Classes. 

During  1956  preparation  for  motherhood  classes  were  operating  in  4  Areas  of  the  County 
and  519  women  attended  these  sessions,  making  a  total  of  2,758  attendances. 

This  work  is  undertaken  by  midwives  and/or  health  visitors  and  informal  instruction  in 
the  form  of  relaxation  exercises,  general  ante-natal  care,  preparation  for  the  actual  confinement 
including  the  use  of  gas  and  air  machines,  and  the  care  of  the  newly  born  child  is  given. 

Health  Visiting. 

The  extension  of  the  Health  Visiting  Service  during  the  last  5  years  will  be  seen  from  the 
total  number  of  visits  undertaken — 137,677,  in  1952  compared  with  184,300  in  1956,  an  in- 
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crease  of  34%.  The  major  section  of  work  undertaken  is  with  young  children  up  to  5  years  of 
age  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  19,  84%  of  the  total  visits  were  made  in  this  category. 

This  important  work  in  the  health  education  field  has  been  more  fully  recognised  in  the 
last  few  years,  and  during  1956  a  working  party  which  had  been  set  up  by  the  Ministers  of  Health 
and  Education  and  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  to  look  into  the  various  aspects  of  the  work, 
training,  etc.,  published  their  report. 

In  the  report  it  is  considered  that  the  work  with  mothers  and  young  children  and  tuber¬ 
culosis  will  continue  to  be  an  important  part,  but  that  the  emphasis  is  likely  to  change.  It 
recommends  that  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  mental  health,  and  the  problems  of  mal¬ 
adjusted  and  handicapped  children.  In  the  tuberculosis  field,  further  development  should 
be  made  of  care  and  after-care  services,  whilst  for  the  aged,  the  health  visitor  should  be  associated 
with  official  schemes. 

Home  Nursing. 

Nearly  8,000  cases  were  attended  by  the  District  Nursing  Service  in  1956,  and  almost 
half  of  these  patients  were  over  65  years  of  age.  Consequently  a  large  proportion  were  of  a 
chronic  nature. 

In  an  estimate  of  the  main  types  of  treatment  given  to  all  patients,  it  was  found  that 
the  major  groups  were  as  follows  : —

As  will  be  noted  from  these  figures,  visits  for  injection  only  now  play  a  large  part  in  the 
nurses’  duties.  This  illustrates  once  more  how  the  advances  in  treatment  techniques  affect 
the  pattern  of  nursing  procedure. 

Only  7%  (nearly  600  cases)  who  were  attended  by  the  District  Nurse  were  children  under 
16  years  of  age.  The  major  part  of  the  group  required  treatment  for  injuries  and  post-operative 
conditions  (40%),  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  (11%)  and  pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  diseases 
of  the  lung  (10%).

It  will  be  seen  that  in  children  the  major  need  was  for  dressings  only,  whilst  those  requiring 
injection  only  also  accounted  for  a  large  proportion  of  the  total  visits  made. 

27.  Health  of  Children  in  Problem  Families. 

The  problem  family  worker  in  the  N.E.  Area  gave  assistance  to  39  families  during  1956 
and  the  number  of  children  involved  amounted  to  189. 

The  basic  causes  of  the  problems  are  wide  and  varied,  such  as  illness  of  one  or  both  parents, 
housing  difficulties,  lack  of  any  basic  training  and  frequent  pregnancies,  prostitution  and  anti¬ 
social  attitudes.  Another  cause  is  due  to  either  one  or  both  parents  being  mentally  below 
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average.  The  lack  of  moral  standards  is  very  marked  in  such  cases,  and  it  is  essential  to  pro¬ 
vide  such  a  service  to  help  the  children  involved,  until  they  are  of  an  age  to  be  independent. 

Where  a  problem  family  worker  attends,  there  is  an  improvement  in  cleanliness,  stability 
and  general  welfare  in  all  cases,  but  constant  supervision  is  essential,  otherwise,  they  quickly 
revert  back  to  their  original  state.  It  has  been  found  that  with  this  type  of  person,  advice 
is  only  accepted  if  it  does  not  entail  self-sacrifice  such  as  giving  up  any  of  their  pleasures. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  8  children  to  be  taken  into  permanent  care,  whilst  a  further  12 
children  were  taken  into  temporary  care  but  later  returned  home.  Two  children  were  sent  to 
approved  schools. 

During  1957,  a  further  full-time  problem  family  worker  was  employed  to  cover  the  Eastern, 
Central  and  Southern  Areas. 


28.  Child  Welfare  Centres.  (Table  page  46). 

At  the  present  moment  there  are  104  child  welfare  centres  in  operation  in  the  County. 
During  1956,  4  new  centres  were  opened — Kingshurst  (N.W.  Area),  Henley  (N.W.  Area),  Clifford 
Chambers  (Southern  Area)  and  Rokeby  (Eastern  Area).  The  centre  at  Gaydon  (caravan) 
in  the  Central  Area  was  discontinued.  During  1957  a  further  new  centre  was  opened  at  Falcon 
Lodge  in  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Area. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  at  these  centres  during  the  year  was  17,566 
compared  with  16,789  in  1955,  and  the  attendances  made  by  these  children  amounted  to  114,169 
compared  with  103,598. 

Although  the  number  of  children  under  5  years  has  remained  fairly  stationary  during 
the  last  5  years,  the  number  of  attendances  made  has  increased  just  over  20%  and  gives  some 
indication  of  the  greater  use  which  is  being  made  by  the  Centres. 


29.  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Pre-School  Children.  (Tables 

22  and  23). 

This  year  there  has  again  been  some  increase  in  the  number  of  dental  officers  on  the 
County  Staff.  In  contrast  to  last  year’s  report,  in  which  I  stated  that  over  the  past  seven 
years  the  volume  of  work  carried  out  by  the  County  Dental  Officers  has  varied  little,  I  am  glad 
to  report  that  this  year  there  has  been  more  than  twice  the  work  of  last  year  carried  out  for 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  quite  a  good  increase  in  the  work  done  for  pre-school 
children. 

Of  the  227  mothers  examined  under  the  service,  132  of  these  were  nursing  mothers. 
Whilst  it  is  good  to  have  nursing  mothers  examined  and  treated,  the  real  object  of  the  service 
is  to  get  the  expectant  mother  dentally  fit  so  that  no  dental  sepsis  is  being  passed  on  to  the 
child  in  utero.  The  baby’s  teeth  begin  forming  at  a  very  early  stage  in  pregnancy,  and  it  is 
therefore  important  that  the  mother  should  be  dentally  fit  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
As  soon  as  pregnancy  is  confirmed,  the  mother  should  have  her  dental  examination,  and  treat¬ 
ment  should  be  started.  There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  proportion  of  those  starting 
treatment  and  those  who  complete  the  course  of  treatment,  but  this  proportion  is  still  much 
too  low. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  some  dental  treatment  sessions  for  mothers  were  arranged 
in  the  evenings,  and  so  far  the  results  have  justified  the  experiment.  Some  mothers  with 
babies  or  small  children  find  it  more  convenient  to  come  in  the  evening  when  their  husbands 
are  at  home  to  look  after  the  family,  and,  where  it  is  possible  to  get  dental  officers  to  undertake 
these  sessions,  this  service  is  being  continued. 

The  examination  and  treatment  of  children  under  school  age,  is  another  very  important 
aspect  of  the  Dental  Service,  and  besides  maintaining  the  childrens  mouths  in  a  better  state, 
it  also  conditions  the  young  children  by  undertaking  simple  treatments  and  so  enables  them 
to  cope  with  longer  and  more  tedious  operations  on  their  permanent  teeth  later.  The  figures 
for  the  Residential  Nursery  inspections  tell  the  same  tale  as  in  other  years — a  very  much  less 
degree  of  dental  defects  which  is  probably  brought  about  by  regular  meals  of  wholesome  plain 
foods,  together  with  supervision  of  oral  hygiene  and  proper  hours  of  rest.  Parents  and  Health 
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Visitors  are  reminded  that  when  Periodic  Dental  Inspections  are  being  carried  out  at  schools 
in  their  locality,  children  of  under  school  age  may  be  presented  for  examination  by  the  Dental 
Officer  and  treatment  will,  if  necessary,  be  arranged  for  them. 

30.  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supply. 

Various  long-term  studies  have  been  carried  out  in  North  America  to  assess  the  beneficial 
effects  of  the  addition  of  fluoride  in  naturally  low  content  areas  and  reductions  of  50-60%  in 
the  rate  of  dental  decay  in  children  have  been  observed.  There  has  been  no  evidence  to  suggest 
that  this  addition  to  the  water  supply  has  been  harmful  in  any  way.  Investigations  in  this 
country  which  have  been  made  between  areas  having  naturally  high  and  low  fluoride  content 
have  also  demonstrated  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  higher  fluoride  content. 

A  high  incidence  of  dental  caries  exists  in  children  of  all  ages  and  in  view  of  the  good 
results  obtained  by  fluoridation,  certain  Local  Authorities  were  invited  to  co-operate  in  a  study 
to  assess  carefully  the  effect  of  the  operation  of  a  scheme  here.  This  has  involved  a  great  deal 
of  investigation,  and  organisation,  in  addition  to  the  installation  of  fluoridation  apparatus.  A 
certain  amount  of  opposition  had  to  be  faced  by  the  Local  Authorities  taking  part  at  the  in¬ 
ception  of  the  scheme,  but  this  has  been  largely  overcome.  Fluoridation  eventually  commenced 
in  1955  and  1956  and  children  are  being  examined  annually.  Until  the  results  of  this  trial 
survey  are  available,  no  widening  of  the  scheme  is  contemplated. 

The  results  are  awaited  with  great  interest  as  this  would  appear  to  be  a  very  well-worthwhile 
preventive  measure,  especially  in  Counties  such  as  Warwickshire  where  the  natural  fluoride 
content  is  low. 

31.  The  Illegitimate  Child  and  its  Mother.  (Table  20). 

During  1956,  232  women  were  notified  to  the  Social  Worker,  a  decrease  of  30  cases  on 
the  1955  figure  of  262.  These  figures  do  not  reflect  the  total  incidence  of  illegitimacy,  as  many 
women  go  outside  the  County  for  the  birth  of  their  child,  whilst  others  do  not  require  assist¬ 
ance. 

The  service  of  a  Social  Worker  is  provided  and  a  hostel  maintained  for  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  accommodation. 

Of  the  232  women  who  were  notified  during  the  year,  33%  required  ante-natal  and  post¬ 
natal  accommodation  either  at  the  County  Hostel  or  outside  Homes.  Last  year  this  figure 
was  42%.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  the  County  Hostel  was  30  days  for  ante-natal  period 
and  19  days  post-natal,  which  was  similar  to  the  1955  figures. 

In  1956,  80%  of  the  women  notified  were  single,  the  remainder  being  married,  widowed, 
divorced  or  separated.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  women  were  25  years  or  under,  and  it  was 
noticed  that  a  slightly  higher  proportion  of  them  were  under  18  years  of  age. 

There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  kept  by  the  mother. 

32.  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  4  daily  minders  were  registered,  covering  29  children. 

33.  Registration  of  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes.  (Table  24). 

During  the  year,  the  nursing  home  “  Breton  Lodge  ”  at  Leamington  Spa  re-opened  and 
brought  the  number  of  nursing  homes  in  this  area  to  4. 

Altogether  there  are  now  12  nursing  homes  on  the  Register,  with  a  total  number  of  154 
beds,  57  of  which  are  for  maternity  cases. 

34.  Home  Help  Service.  (Tables  45-49  and  Diagrams  13  and  14). 

The  demand  for  this  service  continued  to  increase  during  1956,  and  1,827  cases  were 
assisted,  an  increase  of  238  (15%)  on  the  1955  figure  of  1,589.  Of  the  total  number,  841  required 
short-term  assistance  (under  3  mths),  whilst  986  were  long-term  cases.  Increases  occurred  in 
all  areas  excepting  the  Eastern  Area. 
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As  will  be  seen  in  Table  45,  371  home  helps  were  employed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
majority  on  a  part-time  basis,  whilst  5  areas  were  employing  home  help  organisers.  During  the 
early  part  of  this  year  home  help  organisers  were  established  in  all  areas. 

The  number  of  hours  worked  rose  to  284,570,  compared  with  242,852  last  year,  and  this 
increase  was  mainly  confined  to  the  long-term  cases  throughout  the  County  Areas. 

Maternity  cases  amounted  to  44%  of  the  short-term  cases  assisted,  acute  illness  19%  and 
chronic  sick  (including  aged  and  infirm)  22%. 

Those  cases  requiring  long-term  help  were  mainly  people  over  65  years  of  age  and  accounted 
for  83%  of  the  cases.  As  previously  intimated,  it  is  expected  that  these  cases  will  continue 
to  increase.  The  majority  of  these  long  term  cases  were  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  approximately  45%  of  them  would  have  required  immediate  institutional 
care  had  the  Home  Help  and  District  Nursing  Services  not  been  available. 

With  an  ageing  population  and  the  limited  hospital  accommodation  which  is  available, 
the  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm  in  the  community  constitute  an  increasing  social  problem. 
When  friends  and  relatives  are  available,  the  District  Nursing  Service  copes  with  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  such  cases,  but  otherwise  it  falls  to  the  Home  Help  Service  to  fulfil  an  essential  psychol¬ 
ogical  and  economic  need. 

35.  Care  and  After  Care.  (Table  43). 

The  wide  variety  of  sick  room  and  nursing  equipment  issued  during  1956  is  shown  in 
Table  43.  Each  year,  greater  use  is  made  of  the  loan  scheme. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds,  patients  have  to  be  discharged  as  early  as  possible, 
whilst  many  cases  (often  chronic  sick),  have  to  be  nursed  entirely  in  their  own  homes.  As  the 
majority  of  homes  have  very  little  sick  room  equipment,  this  scheme  provides  a  very  useful 
service  in  aiding  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  such  patients  and  facilitating  the  nursing. 

Orthopaedic  accessories,  such  as  spinal  and  invalid  chairs,  allow  otherwise  bedfast  patients 
to  get  out  into  the  open-air,  and  there  is  a  great  demand  for  such  chairs  in  the  better  weather. 
Walking  aids  are  of  great  value  to  such  cases  as  spastic  children  and  certain  types  of  arthritic 
patients.  Hoists  and  slings  are  now  being  used  very  successfully  for  paralysed  patients,  and 
such  equipment  helps  to  give  the  patient  a  certain  degree  of  independence  besides  being  of 
particular  value  to  relatives  and  nursing  officers  when  the  patient  is  too  heavy  to  lift. 

36.  Occupational  Therapy  Scheme. 

At  the  beginning  of  1957,  a  full-time  occupational  therapist  undertook  employment  in  the 
County,  and  is  dealing  with  tuberculosis  patients  and  certain  patients  with  short-term  illnesses. 
Long  term  patients,  other  than  tuberculosis,  are  referred  to  the  County  Welfare  Department. 
Most  of  the  patients  who  are  taking  advantage  of  the  scheme  at  the  present  time  are  tubercu¬ 
lous  and  great  care  is  taken  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  undertake  more  than  their  health  allows. 
The  careful  selection  and  instruction  of  suitable  handicrafts,  especially  in  such  long-term  cases, 
helps  to  keep  alive  their  interest  and  proves  most  beneficial  to  their  recovery. 

The  types  of  craft  which  are  proving  most  popular  are  leatherwork,  rugmaking,  basketry 
and  stoolseating,  embroidery,  weaving  and  lampshade-making.  When  the  patient  is  suffering 
from  an  infectious  disease,  the  finished  article  is  disinfected  before  being  sold. 

At  the  present  time  about  twice  as  many  men  are  taking  instruction  under  the  scheme 
as  women,  no  doubt  due  to  the  higher  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  men  and  the  fact  that  women 
are  more  familiar  and  adept  at  such  crafts. 

37.  Health  Education. 

Health  Education  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  distribution  of  knowledge 
on  the  basic  fundamentals  of  hygiene  and  nutrition  and  on  the  necessity  of  members  of  the 
community  to  seek  earlier  medical  advice  and  treatment.  Much  of  this  work  is  done  by  the 
Nursing  staff  both  in  the  home  and  by  lectures  to  organised  bodies. 

More  facilities  are  being  afforded  to  school  nurses  to  give  class  instruction  to  older  children 
and  these  lectures  by  trained  personnel  are  beginning  to  form  a  permanent  part  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  programme.  Such  instruction  is  being  extended  to  special  schools  such  as  those  dealing 
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with  subnormal  children.  It  will  be  seen  in  the  section  dealing  with  problem  families  that 
one  of  the  causes  of  this  type  of  family  is  sub-normality  of  the  parents,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  instruction  at  an  early  age,  will  have  some  effect  in  reducing  this  type  of  problem  in  the 
future. 

Much  use  is  made  of  flannel  graphs,  charts  and  the  sound-film  projector  in  this  work  and 
additions  continue  to  be  made  to  the  film-strip  library. 

The  Nursing  Officers  continue  to  give  lectures  to  Student  Nurses  in  hospital  on  the  social 
aspects  of  disease  and  also  to  candidates  taking  their  District  Nursing  training. 

38.  County  Ambulance  Service.  (Tables  54,  55,  56  and  Diagram  12). 

During  the  past  year,  1,084,200  miles  were  covered  by  the  ambulance  service,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1,112,371  miles  in  1955  and  1,129,568  miles  in  1954. 

The  W.V.S.  Hospital  Car  Service,  which  continues  to  give  assistance  in  the  rural  areas 
of  the  county,  covered  67,433  miles  over  the  same  period,  as  compared  with  75,671  miles  in 
1955  and  71,901  miles  in  1954. 

The  overall  mileage  of  both  services  was  1,151,633  miles  as  against  1,188,042  miles  in 
1955  and  1,201,469  miles  in  1954. 

The  total  number  of  patients  carried  was  168,500  (163,391  by  the  ambulance  service 
and  5,109  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service)  as  against  169,227  (164,271  ambulance  service  and  4,956 
Hospital  Car  Service)  in  the  previous  year  and  171,145  (166,939  ambulance  service  and  4,206 
Hospital  Car  Service)  in  1954. 

The  average  number  of  driver/attendants  employed  weekly  was  162.1  as  against  158.6 
in  1955  and  157.9  in  1954. 

The  miles  per  patient  (ambulance  service  only)  remains  constant  (6.64  in  1956,  6.77  in 
1955  and  6.76  in  1954). 

For  the  third  successive  year,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  overall  number  of  patients 
carried  and  mileage  covered.  Since  1953,  when  the  peak  was  reached,  the  number  of  patients 
carried  has  fallen  from  176,929  to  168,500  a  reduction  of  8,429  (5%  approximately)  and  the 
mileage  has  dropped  from  1,242,006  miles  to  1,151,633  miles,  a  reduction  of  90,373  (7.3% 
approximately).  As  mentioned  in  my  previous  report,  this  reduction  in  the  demand  on  the 
service  can  be  attributed  in  the  main  to  three  factors  :  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  hos¬ 
pitals  and  general  practitioners  at  depot  and  headquarter  level,  the  close  co-ordination  between 
depots,  and  the  benefits  derived  from  the  system  of  radio  control. 

On  the  27th  October,  1956,  the  new  ambulance  depot  at  Nuneaton  was  opened  by  F.  G. 
Bowles,  Esq.,  the  M.P.  for  the  district. 

There  was  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  staffing  position  at  the  depots,  the  turn¬ 
over  of  personnel  being  exceptionally  low,  and  this  was  reflected  in  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  awards  gained  in  the  National  Safe  Driving  Competition  (149  in  1956  as  against  121  in  1955) 
and  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  accidents.

It  will  be  observed  that  nearly  1,000  long-terra^cases  were  supplied  with  regular  Home  Help 
assistance.  A  survey  of  these  cases  showed  that  approximately  45%  would  have  needed  insti¬ 
tutional  accommodation  immediately,  and  many  of  the  remainder  would  soon  have  needed  it  if 
the  Home  Help  and  District  Nursing  Services  had  not  been  available.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ADMINISTRATION. 


The  principal  acts  and  regulations  in  force  during  1956  relating  to  the  production, 
processing  and  sale  of  milk,  were  as  follows  : — 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949-1954. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1954. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953. 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Orders,  1952,  1954,  1955  and  1955  (No.  2). 

In  addition,  there  are  various  amendments  and  other  minor  regulations  and  circulars  from 
the  Ministries  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  Health. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Specified  Areas. 

The  specified  areas  of  the  County  remained  the  same  during  1956  as  reported  for  the 
previous  year  and  comprised  about  82%  of  the  population  of  the  County.  The  remaining 
parts  of  the  County  were  specified  in  1957.  (See  Map  on  page  25). 

The  effect  of  the  Orders  is  that  all  dairymen  who  retail  milk  in  any  specified  area 
must  sell  the  milk  under  special  designation,  irrespective  of  whether  the  premises  from  which 
the  milk  is  retailed  are  inside  or  outside  the  area.  The  special  designations  authorised  are 
“  Pasteurised,”  "  Sterilised  ”  and  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milks. 


Tuberculous  and  Other  Infected  Milk. 

Milk  sampling  for  biological  examination  has  proceeded  during  the  year  according  to 
the  scheme  agreed  with  the  County  District  Authorities  in  1950  and  referred  to  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  that  year.  With  the  greater  part  of  the  area  now  specified  the  emphasis  on  the 
sampling  of  certain  types  of  milk  has  changed,  but  the  basic  principles  remain  the  same. 

Tables  1  and  2  following  show  the  number  of  milk  samples  taken  and  the  results  of 
investigations  of  positive  samples  respectively.

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From  Table  1  it  will  be  observed  that  a  total  of  934  samples  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination.  Of  these  228  were  from  designated  milks  with  no  positive  results,  and  706  were 
from  non-designated  sources,  which  produced  20  positive  results  to  tubercle  infection. 

The  20  infected  milks  from  non-designated  supplies  represented  2.8%  found  as  the  direct 
result  of  routine  sampling,  and  compares  with  3.8%  in  1955,  3.7%  in  1954,  2%  in  1953,  5.1% 
in  1952,  3.5%  in  1951  and  2.3%  in  1950. 

The  20  infected  milks,  together  with  18  notifications  of  infected  milk  received  from  neigh¬ 
bouring  County  Authorities,  gave  rise  to  38  veterinary  investigations  during  the  year,  the  details 
and  results  of  which  are  summarised  in  Table  2. 

The  co-operation  between  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer’s  Department  and  mine  in 
making  these  investigations  continues  to  be  excellent,  and  is  much  appreciated. 

Milk  ( Special  Designation )  ( Pasteurised  and ■  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953. 

Dealers’  (Pasteurisers’)  licences  for  eleven  dairies,  and  a  Dealer’s  (Steriliser’s)  licence 
for  one  dairy,  were  granted  for  the  year  1956. 

Each  licensed  dairy  was  visited  at  frequent  intervals  and  the  records,  temperature  charts 
and  methods  in  the  dairy  observed.  Samples  were  submitted  to  the  prescribed  tests  with  the 
results  stated  below  :

The  phosphatase  test,  which  is  designed  to  demonstrate  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation, 
failed  in  nine  instances  out  of  a  total  of  790  samples.  This  equals  1.14%  failure  as  compared 
with  1.13%  in  1955,  0.3%  in  1954,  1.77%  in  1953,  1.37%  in  1952,  1.98%  in  1951  and  4%  in 
1950.  Eight  of  the  nine  phosphatase  failures  originated  from  batch-type  plants,  which  suggests 
that  the  modern  type  of  H.T.S.T.  plant  with  mechanised  control  is  the  more  reliable. 

The  methylene  blue  test  is  a  "  keeping  quality  ”  test,  and  of  the  790  samples  submitted 
there  were  only  three  failures. 

For  the  first  time  in  over  six  years  two  samples  failed  the  turbidity  test,  which  is  a  test 
designed  to  show  the  efficiency  of  the  process.  The  reason  for  this  could  not  be  established 
with  certainty  and  subsequent  samples  satisfied  the  test. 

The  results  as  a  whole  show  a  good  achievement  on  the  part  of  the  licensed  dairies  in  the 
County. 

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme. 

Milk  is  supplied  free  of  charge  for  pupils  in  schools,  and  the  source  and  quality  must 
be  approved  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  supplies  are  now  arranged  on  a 
contract  basis,  and  contracts  are  placed  after  careful  scrutiny  of  tenders  by  the  Education  and 
Health  Departments. 

Sources  and  quality  of  milk,  together  with  reliable  service,  are  very  important  and  to  a 
great  extent  are  known  to  my  Department  from  the  routine  supervision  of  dairies  referred  to 
elsewhere  in  the  report.  No  difficulties  have  yet  been  experienced  with  this  system  and  some 
advantages  have  been  found.

Reference  to  the  following  Table  will  show  that  only  designated  milks  are  supplied  to 
schools. 

Supervision  by  my  Department  includes  visits  to  dairies  and  schools,  and  the  examination 
of  milk  supplies  and  tenders  for  supplies.  All  supplies  of  milk  to  schools  are  the  subject  of  visits 
and  samples  at  least  once  in  every  school  term,  and  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  number 
of  schools,  suppliers  and  designation  of  milk  supplies,  together  with  the  number  of  samples

It  will  be  observed  that  5.44%  of  all  milk  samples  were  classed  as  “  unsatisfactory  ”  com¬ 
pared  with  3.38%  in  1955,  6.75%  in  1954,  13.5%  in  1953,  10.1%  in  1952,  8.8%  in  1951  and 
20%  in  1950. 

For  convenience  and  economy  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after  delivery  and,  there¬ 
fore,  under  the  most  exacting  conditions.

General. 

Many  factors  come  under  consideration  in  our  Milk  and  Dairies  administration  which  are 
not  referred  to  in  detail.  One  of  these,  namely,  bottle-washing,  is  considered  worthy  of  mention 
since  time  has  been  devoted  to  it  during  recent  years.  There  are  no  legal  standards  applicable, 
but  two  advisory  standards  are  available,  one  used  by  the  National  Milk  Testing  Advisory 
Service,  and  one  recommended  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  tests  differ  in 
technique  and  in  standard,  but  they  are  probably  similar  in  the  results  they  seek  to  obtain. 

Substantial  improvements  in  the  quality  of  bottle-washing  have  been  achieved  in  all  the 
dairies  under  our  control,  and  during  the  past  year  the  standard  of  bottle-washing  in  the  dairies 
as  a  whole  has  been  in  advance  of  that  recommended  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  which 
is  the  technique  and  test  we  use. 

Miscellaneous. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  from  hospital  dairy  farms 
(6)  ;  from  supplies  made  under  contract  to  hospitals  on  behalf  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
(74)  ;  and  for  various  enquiries  necessary  in  the  Department  (73)  ;  a  total  of  153  during  the  year. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH. 


1  Administration. 

(1)  Constitution  and  Meetings  of  Mental  Health  Sub- Committee. 

Meetings  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee,  which 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  functions  of  the  Council  relating  to  the  mental  health 
service,  have  been  held  at  quarterly  intervals  during  the  year. 

(2)  Staff  employed  in  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

The  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Mental  Health  Services  Sub-Committee  is  Mr.  H. 
J.  Kotch,  the  Mental  Health  Officer,  who  has  supplied  this  section  of  my  report.  Dr.  Henry 
Brougham  Leech,  B.A.,  B.Ch.,  M.D.,  B.A.O.,  has  continued  to  act  as  Medical  Adviser  to  the 
Committee.  The  Medical  staff  of  this  Department  have  also  been  available  when  required  in 
.  connection  with  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

Eleven  officers  of  the  Council  are  authorised  to  act  as  Duly  Authorised  Officers  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Lunacy  &  Mental  Treatment  Acts.  Nine  of  these  officers  are  located  in  the 
seven  areas  of  the  County  and  two  at  headquarters. 

Mental  Defectives  in  the  County  are  visited  by  a  female  visitor  and  by  a  Duly  Authorised 
Officer  at  headquarters.  The  two  Duly  Authorised  Officers  at  headquarters  are  authorised 
to  act  as  Petitioning  Officers  for  the  purpose  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

One  home  teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  training  of  mentally  defective  children  in  their 
own  homes,  covering  an  area  of  the  County  where  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  open  an  Occu¬ 
pation  Centre. 

(3)  Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 

Patients  on  licence  from  mental  deficiency  hospitals  to  addresses  within  the  County  have 

continued  to  be  supervised  on  behalf  of  the  various  Hospital  Management  Committees.  There 
were  42  such  patients  under  supervision  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Investigations  are  also  made  by  the  Council’s  Officers  for  the  purpose  of  providing  reports 
to  hospitals  upon  the  home  circumstances  of  patients  in  connection  with  holidays,  licence  and 
the  reconsideration  of  Orders  for  detention,  etc. 


2  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community. 

(1)  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  :  Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care. 

The  social  workers  on  the  staff  of  the  Central  Hospital,  Hatton,  have  continued  to  under¬ 
take  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  that  Hospital,  but  after-care  visits  have  been 
undertaken  by  the  Council’s  Duly  Authorised  Officers  in  connection  with  160  cases  discharged 
from  other  hospitals  during  the  year. 

The  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  continued  to  provide  and  staff  psychiatric 
out-patient  clinics  at  various  hospitals  in  the  County. 


(2)  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890-1930 — Work  undertaken  by  Duly  Authorised

(c)  Defectives  awaiting  vacancies  in  Institutions. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  hospital  vacancies  for  mentally  defective  patients  continues 
to  cause  anxiety.  The  number  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  89.  Many  of 
these  cases  are  of  an  urgent  nature  and  it  is  now  most  difficult  to  deal  with  even  the  most  urgent 
cases. 


(ii)  Guardianship. 

There  were  54  Warwickshire  patients  under  guardianship  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These 
patients  are  visited  in  accordance  with  the  Mental  Deficiency  Regulations  by  the  Committee’s 
Officers. 


(iii)  T raining. 

There  are  now  four  Occupation  Centres  in  the  County  for  the  training  of  mentally  defective 
patients,  as,  in  addition  to  the  Centres  at  Nuneaton,  Rugby  and  Warwick,  a  new  Centre  has 
been  opened  during  the  year  at  Knowle. 

The  Knowle  Centre  is  held  in  County  owned  premises  which  are  also  used  as  a  youth  centre. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  13  patients  in  attendance  at  the  Knowle  Centre.  The  total 
number  of  patients  for  whom  training  was  being  provided  in  Occupation  Centres  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  105. 

Transport  is  now  provided  in  connection  with  the  Warwick  and  Knowle  Centres,  the 
majority  of  the  patients  attending  these  Centres  being  conveyed  by  special  buses  or  hired  cars. 
In  the  case  of  the  Rugby  Centre,  a  bus  is  provided  by  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society 
for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  to  whom  a  grant  is  made  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost 
of  the  service.

Ambulances. 

Usually  ordered  by  medical  practitioner  or  hospital.  In  “  emergencies  ”  only, 
members  of  the  public  may  call  for  an  ambulance  and  any  telephone  exchange  will 
connect  them  to  the  nearest  ambulance  depot.

Convalescent 

Treatment. 

A  period  of  recuperative  convalescence  may  be  arranged  for  persons  whose  doctors 
consider  they  need  it.  Patients  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
such  convalescence  in  accordance  with  their  means.  Requests  for  this  service  must 
be  made  by  the  patient’s  family  doctor  or  hospital  and  addressed  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick.  All  requests  must  be  accompanied 
by  brief  medical  details  of  the  case. 

District  Nurses. 

Cover  all  districts  for  nursing  the  sick  of  all  ages  in  their  own  homes.  Addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading  “  Nursing 
Service”  Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Health  Visitors. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts,  to  give  advice  about  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children  and  social  problems  affecting  any  member  of  the  family.  They  act  as  school 
nurses  and  T.B.  health  visitors. 

Home  Helps. 

This  service  exists  to  provide  help  in  the  home  when  the  mother  is  ill  or  is  being  con¬ 
fined  at  home,  or  when  required  by  lone  or  aged  and  infirm  persons.  The  charge 
for  this  service  at  present  is  3/3d.  per  hour,  but  this  may  be  remitted,  wholly  or  par¬ 
tially,  according  to  means.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer 
(address  on  page  76). 

Loan  of  Nursing 
and  sick  room 
requisites. 

A  wide  range  of  articles  is  available  for  loan  to  households  where  there  is  a  sick  person. 
Usually  the  patient’s  hospital  or  medical  practitioner  will  arrange  any  necessary 
loan,  but  personal  application  may  be  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on 
page  76).  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service. 

Maternity  Outfits. 

Are  supplied  in  all  cases  of  domiciliary  confinement.  Midwives  distribute  them  from 
their  stock  to  all  booked  cases.  Where  private  midwives  are  engaged  application 
for  outfits  must  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick,  and  a 
certificate  of  pregnancy  signed  by  the  patient’s  doctor  must  be  enclosed. 

Midwives. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts  for  the  conduct  of  home  confinements.  Addresses 
and  telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading — 

“  Nursing  Service  ”  Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Occupational 

Therapy. 

A  scheme  has  been  introduced  by  the  Health  Committee  whereby  persons  confined 
to  bed  or  to  their  homes,  suffering  from  injury  or  illness  of  some  months  duration,  or 
from  tuberculosis,  may  be  supplied  with  materials  with  which  to  occupy  their  time 
in  making  various  articles  of  their  choice.  Materials  supplied  at  cost  price  but  may 
be  free  in  necessitous  cases.  This  scheme  does  not  apply  to  cases  of  permanent  dis¬ 
ablement  through  injury  or  illness  (other  than  tuberculosis).  Enquiries  should  be 
addressed  to  the  local  District  Nurse,  the  Health  Visitor  at  the  nearest  Welfare  Centre, 
or  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  76). 

Private  Nursing 
and  Maternity 
Homes. 

Persons  desiring  to  open  private  nursing  and/or  maternity  homes  must  first  apply 
for  registration  to  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick. 

The  Illegitimate 
Child  and  its 

Mother. 

The  Health  Committee  employs  a  Social  Worker  whose  duties  include  the  giving  of 
assistance  and  advice  where  such  is  needed  by  mothers  of  illegitimate  children.  A 
small  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostel  is  also  maintained  by  the  Committee  in  which, 
in  certain  cases,  mothers  may  be  sheltered  for  a  short  time  before  and,  if  necessary, 
after  the  birth  of  an  illegitimate  child.  Enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick,  at  the  earliest  possible  date  before 
confinement  is  due. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  are  Chest  Clinics  in  most  Areas  of  the  County  (for  addresses  see  page  56). 
Patients  attend  these  Clinics  on  the  recommendation  of  their  family  doctors. 

Extra  Nourishment 
for  T.  B.  patients. 

Additional  supplies  of  milk,  eggs  and  butter  may  be  supplied  free  of  cost  to  tuber¬ 
culous  patients  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  these  items  themselves.  Application 
for  this  type  of  assistance  should  be  made  to  the  Chest  Clinic  (address  on  page  56). 

Garden  Shelters 
for  T.B.  patients. 

In  suitable  cases  the  Health  Committee  will  lend  and  erect,  without  charge,  an  out¬ 
door  shelter  so  that  the  patient  may  live  almost  entirely  in  the  open  air.  Applications 
or  enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  76). 

Vaccination  and 

Immunisation. 

Parents  who  desire  their  children  to  be  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and/or  vaccinated 
against  Smallpox  and  Whooping  Cough,  should  apply  to  their  family  doctor,  their 
nearest  Welfare  Centre  (address  on  page  46)  or  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address 
on  page  76).  Enquiries  about  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Area  Medical  Officer. 

Welfare  Foods. 

(National  Dried  Milk,  orange  juice  and  cod  liver  oil).  The  principal  distribution 
points  are  the  child  welfare  centres  listed  on  page  46.  Information  about  other 
distribution  points  may  be  obtained  from  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on 
page  76).
